After delaying a vote to 
recommend approval on 
the warrant article two 
weeks ago, selectmen took 
up the issue again Monday 
night. They promptly shot 
it down. Despite the extra 
time, none of the selectmen

expressed a different 
stance than they had in 
March.

Monday night, by a vote of 3 to 2, the Board of 
Selectmen cast its lot with the School Committee by 
finally supporting its recommended school budget 
over the town manager's. There are NoW two school 
budgets set to go before Town Meeting, the $42.5 mil- 
lion budget backed by the School Committee and the 
selectmen, and the one recommended by the Finance 
Committee, which is $525,000 lower. 

All parties agree that whatever budget is approved 
next month, the necessity for a general override of 
Proposition 24 will be virtually guaranteed in the 
spring of 2002 (for fiscal year 2003), just to maintain 
existing levels of townwide staffing and services and to 
open the new schools at Cross Street and High Plain 
Road.

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Extra day to file taxes 


With April 15 falling on a Sunday 
this year, and the following day a holi- 
day (April 16 is Patriot’s Day), taxpay- 
ers have two extra days to file taxes 
this year. 

The Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
is giving taxpayers who file at its 
Andover center until April 17 to file or 
pay taxes timely, including federal tax 
payments they may send to Pittsburgh. 

The tax law provides that when the 
April 15 deadline falls on a weekend, 
taxpayers who file by the next business 
day that is not a holiday are considered 
on time. For most of the country, that 
will be Monday, April 16. 

However, in Massachusetts, the 
third Monday in April is Patriots’ Day, 
a legal holiday. Therefore, taxpayers 
who filed at the Andover IRS Center 
will one extra day, until April 17, to 
timely file their returns.

State reports a rare sewer break — i 


Andover sewer customers will find 


-one of the highest rate-relief credits the 


state has given in years on their next 
bill. But, they can’t get too excited — cred- 
it is only about $6.80. 

“It’s not a huge amount of money for 
us,” admits Finance Director Tony Tor- 
risi. “I would guess that people would be 
happy to see anything on their bill.” 

The state gives Andover, along with 
several other communities, compensa- 
tion for the money it pours into sewer 
projects, such as those that help elimi- 
nate water pollution and expand sewer 
services, Andover’s compensation this 
year — a total of $30,562 that 4,500 sewer 
customers must split - is intended to 
relieve residents’ sewer costs, which 
increase annually as the town pays off 
its debt from previous projects. 

Andover has undertaken four differ- 
ent' sewer projects since 1990, spending 


approximately $1.6 million, says Torrisi. 


In turn, the town has received small | 


increments of money back from the state 
for several years. 

Last year, Andover received $29,000, 
which allowed a $6.68 credit on each cus- 
tomer’s bill. In 1999, the state granted 
Andover only $14,000 and customers 
received a $3.18 credit. Residents pay for 
sewer service twice a year on their 
water bills, says Torrisi. The credit will

Expansion bids $2.9 million over 
Technical school eyes 


cuts to over-budget job 


By Rebecca Piro 

Greater Lawrence Technical 
School will tighten its belt to make 
up the $29 million shortfall 
between its budget and its lowest 
construction bid. 

GLTS awarded its expansion 
project contract Tuesday night to 
lowest bidder TLT Construction for 
$41.9 million - almost $3 million 
more than the $40 million GLTS 
originally budgeted for construc- 
tion. The school sent out for bids a 
second time six weeks ago after the 
first round came in about 10 per- 
cent higher than the budget, says 
Charlie Fox, assistant superinten- 
dent of administration and finance. 

Unless the technical school’s 
school committee decides to ask its 
communities for more money, the 
cost of the project must stay within 
the original $51 million, which 
includes the construction budget, 
design and architectural fees, the 
cost to furnish the building and a 
contingency fund, says Fox. 

The $51 million project will relo- 
cate the culinary arts department 
and the dining room to the front of 
the building, joined by the cosme- 
tology program, and will allow for 
more room for biotechnology and 
telecommunications courses. Joe 
Gleason, Andover representative to 
the GLTS school committee - made 
up of representatives from all the 
communities in the GLTS district - 
says GLTS won't spend more than 
its allotted $51 million. 

“We already went back to the 
communities once,” says Gleason, 
referring to when the school com- 
mittee got approval from the com- 
munities to increase its project 
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Cuts coming — Like student

lion. “We've already upped it five 
million and we haven't put a shovel 
in the dirt yet.” 

The state Department of Educa- 
tion will reimburse GLTS for up to 
85 percent of the project cost, says 
Fox. The remainder is paid by com- 
munities within the school district 
over a period of 20 years, in rela- 
tion to their enrollment at the 
school. The bulk of that amount is 


borne by Lawrence, because 
Lawrence students make up about 
80 percent of the enrollment, Fox 
says. Andover will likely pay 
about 2 percent of the cost, since 
only 28 students from Andover 


were enrolled at GLTS last year. 


The building sub-committee will 
discuss ways to cut the project 
design to fit the budget. The cuts 
will likely eliminate some sports 


improvements, says Gleason.

Some commuters won't 
want to miss the bus from the 
Faith Lutheran Church park- 
ing lot on South Main Street 
to the Ballardvale train sta- 
tion in May - it’s free. 

Selectmen have agreed to 
run a trial Merrimack Valley 
Regional Transportation

ing their vehicles behind. 

The shuttle plan is an 
attempt to ease the parking 
congestion at Ballardvale 
after selectmen rejected the 
MVRTA’s proposal to expand 
the parking there last fall. Cre- 
ating more parking would 
only bring in more vehicles 
from out of town, selectmen 
had argued.

Chairman Brian Major sug- 
gested transporting  com- 
muters from the existing 
Faith , Larteran Church lot.

Lay out all 
the facts 


Andover officials agree on one thing: 
Andover will have to approve an over- 
ride in calendar year 9002 to open two 
new schools and also maintain its cur- 
rent services. So, does it make sense for 
the town to add even more to the existing 
school budget this year - especially when 
it will do so with the very money it 
planned to set aside to open the new 
schools? 

This is the question the town — and, 
most importantly, Town Meeting voters — 
must answer later this month. Certainly, 
there will be much debate about the 
value of adding positions this year that 
the town will likely cut next year if an 
override is not approved. 

But officials should all agree on this: 
They need to let people know this year 
not only how the needs of the school sys- 
tem are rising, but how residents’ tax bills 
will soon be increasing - even without the 
new positions sought by the schools. 

Already hard hit, taxpayers are set to 
feel the effects of the increasing budgets, 
and the debt payments for the safety cen- 
ter and two new schools. Residents ought

to know just how much of an increase 
they are already due to fund over the 
next several years aS a result of all the 
projects they approved during the ‘90s.

If voters are given this information, 
they'll be able to make the informed deci- 
sions that keep Town Meeting viable as a 
governmental body. Working within a 
broader financial context, residents will 
decide which of the items at Town Meet- 
ing are priorities, and which they simply 
cannot afford.

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Doherty Middle School teacher 
Sue Hutchinson is one of those 
teachers who always does a little 
extra. 

She organized the recent Career 
Day that brought 35 professionals - 
from FBI agents to veterinarians — 
into the schools. 

She’s on the interviewing commit- 
tee that selects new teachers. She 
helps edit the school newsletters. 
Currently, she’s helping to coordi- 
nate the MCAS testing that will take 
place in close to 30 classrooms, mak- 
ing sure all the booklets are in place 
and the No. 2 pencils are sharpened 
and ready. She even meets with 
other teachers’ students to talk 
about the courses they'll take when 
they move up to Andover High. 

So you might say Hutchinson is a 
special teacher. You'd be wrong. 

She’s a special retired teacher. 


Hutchinson retired from the Eng- 
lish department two year's ago. 

At a time when the town budget — 
particularly the school portion of it - 
is going through the roof, taxpayers 
have a right to grumble. They should 
ask why the overall budget has risen 
above $90 million, whether firefight- 
ers should have a contract that pays 
them to sleep and why several town 
employees are given their own cars. 
But it’s nice to know there are some 
people like Hutchinson out there, 
stretching the tax dollar. 

This is not to say that Hutchinson 
isn’t paid for her time. Hutchinson is 
paid to work somewhere around 10 
hours per week as part of the DARE 
program, which brings police offi- 
cers into the school to talk to kids. 

Does the town get 10 hours of 
work out of her? “Oh, no,” says Prin- 
cipal Floyd McManus. “Maybe 35 
hours is more like it.” 

In fact, regarding a number of 
projects, McManus says that without 
Hutchinson, “they wouldn’t get 
done.” 

“Would we be able to have Career 
Day? I’m not sure. It would be diffi- 


ly with Hutchinson on the case. 

“We've gone from a ‘C’ to an ‘A.’ 
Not only do we not have to hire 
someone to do it, but we get a better 
job,” says McManus. 

“Sye Hutchinson has traveled as a 
chaperone on a couple of trips to 
Europe with me,” says teacher John 
Givens. “She wanted to do whatever 
the rest of the group was doing. 
Whether it meant climbing to the top 
of a cathedral or climbing to the top 
of a mountain, she was ready to do 
it.” 

A taskmaster who challenged 
most of her students, Hutchinson 
also takes the time to offer special 
attention to students who might be 
left alone by less involved teachers. 

“She refers to them as her 
poochies,” says Givens. “A poochie 
is maybe a student who is having dif- 
ficulty, but she cares a lot about 
them. She watches over and takes 
care of them and does it in a very 
kind way. 

“For programs to work, you need 
someone at the top who believes in 
them and is willing to be a leader, 
and she’s that person,” says Givens. 

If only there were more like her.

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Council member seeks 
new senior center plan 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am an eight-year member and former 
chairperson of the Council on Aging, and 
those who know me are aware of my 
long-standing interests and efforts to 
build a new senior center. What I say 
below are my personal beliefs and in no 
way represent the position of the Council. 

Fundraising for the new senior center 
has been disappointingly slow. I believe 
this is due, in part, to the reluctance of 
potential donors to give money to a site 
which will revert to a private enterprise 
in time. 

When I joined the Council in 1993 we 
had hoped that we could have a new cen- 
ter, or at least broken ground for one in 
time for our 350th anniversary celebra- 
tion in 1996. Here it is 2001 and we still are 
not there. In that time the senior center 
has grown with new programs and 
events, and many new attendees. I am 
certain it is well thought of by the com- 
munity at large. 

New fundraisers have been engaged. 
The fundraisers have said that they can- 
not raise the necessary funds alone. It has 
been proposed in warrant Article 24, to be 
considered at the next town Meeting, that 
the town add $2 million in the form of a 
challenge grant as additional funding to 
the Will Hall project. 

I am opposed to this for two reasons: 

First, I do not believe that the town 
should contribute money to constructing 
a senior center on land which they do not 
own, or have control of in the form of an 
option to buy, or can control the destiny 
of by some other means. A senior center 
is a specialized facility, and, like a school, 
should be a permanent resource for the 
community. It is not like leasing office 
space or warehouse space, or even tempo- 
rary classroom space. I feel strongly that 
it is not right to postpone our problems to 
be solved by future generations. It is not 
right for the town to build and maintain a 
facility and then turn it over to a private 
institution for its use at the end of the 
lease. If it is difficult to identify an avail- 
able site today it certainly won't be any 
easier 30 years from now. 

Second, I believe the warrant article is 
a knee-jerk reaction without proper con- 
sideration for the budgetary process or 
funding requirements. It is not part of the 
Capital Improvement Plan. It is well- 
meaning but poorly thought out, and 
comes at a time when the economy is 
slowing and funding is tight. 

The seniors have always felt that if 
they could raise the money privately it 
would relieve the taxpayers of an addi- 
tional burden. It now appears that this is 
not possible. It’s time to step back and 
reassess the situation. We need a new 
senior center more than ever, and we 
need a youth center, too. | would like the 
town to step forward and define what 
needs to be done for both, plan and fund it 
in a considered and timely manner.

I thought it about time that our family 
reply to some of the articles printed in 
the Townsman. In addition, I would like 
to give your readers some background 
into the history of this property on High- 
land Road. 

In a recent article, your freelance 
writer referred to the last owner of the 
property as Ruth Mae Sellers (“State cre- 
ates new, acreslarge turtle habitat,” 
Townsman, March 29). This is incorrect. 
My aunt, Ruth S. Hooper, was the last of 
10 children born to Mabel E. Sellers. She, 
along with her siblings, was granted life- 
tenancy on the death of her mother in 
1920. The property was left to the issue of 
Mabel’s children, upon the death of the 
last child of Mabel. Ruth Hooper passed 
away in August, 1999, at the age of 98, 
ending the life-tenancy. 

My grandmother purchased approxi- 
mately 40 acres of land in 18%, using 
money loaned by her mother. The land 
was then deeded back to her mother 
upon whose death the 40 acres were to be 
shared by her two daughters, Mabel and 
her sister Mary. In 1915, this land was 
partitioned, and Mary eventually sold 
her share. Most of that property is now 
owned by Phillips Academy. Mabel 
raised her family on her share, running 
4 small farm selling milk. She passed 
away of cancer at a very young age, leav- 
ing her family to care for the property. 
Over the past 80 years the property has 
stayed the same, while the family contin- 
ued to pay the taxes on the land as they 
were assessed. Many people have com- 
mented about how beautiful the proper- 
ty was and some even use it as their pri- 
vate walking reserve. Meanwhile the 
area around it has changed significantly. 

In the 1930s, the bypass, Route 125 was 
built, dividing the land, and taking about 
one acre. In the 1950s, the state closed

our access to either side of our property 
on the bypass and paid us $50 for the tak- 
ing, leaving us with 5.5 acres of land on 
one side with no access, and about 17 
acres with frontage on Highland Road. 
Gradually, properties were purchased 
and changed in the vicinity. The Phillips 
bird sanctuary was built and two houses 
across the street were moved. The beau- 
tiful apple orchard owned by Jim Down- 
ing was turned into two housing devel- 
opments, including Downing Street, 
Kathleen Drive and Marie Drive. 
Heather Drive was created, yet never 
accepted by the town. Homes were built 
on Woodland Road after the 1960s. All of 
this development has occurred without 
any opposition from the Sellers family. 

Now that the property has to be split 
among 11 heirs, only one of whom lives 
in Andover, we came to the decision that 
the property had to be sold. Our attorney 
entertained bids for the property last 
May. A local conservation group, with 
backing from a state-wide land group, 
made a bid which was less than half 
what the highest bid was. I had promised 
them that, if their bid was close, I would 
consider them more closely. But, as an 
executor of my grandmother’s estate, | 
have a responsibility to the other heirs to 
seek the most return on their inheri- 
tance. And, may I point out that none of 
these 11 heirs are young people. In fact, 
four of them are in their 70s and waited 
for many years to enjoy what their 
grandmother left to them. 

Now, since the conservation bid was 
lost, some people have taken it upon 
themselves to try and block the sale and 
use of this land. They have been quoted 
in the papers as saying that the land is 
mostly wet. This is a complete misstate- 
ment. We do recognize that some wet- 
lands do exist, but not to that extent. I 
have spent many hours on this property

Records of the division of fisheries and wildlife 
in the department of fisheries, wildlife and 
recreational vehicles known as the Massachu- 
setts natural heritage program data base shall 
not (emphasis supplied) be public records; 
provided, however, that they shall be open for 
inspection by agents of the commonwealth 
and the federal government for the purposes 
of protecting and preserving species and sub- 
species of nongame wildlife and indigenous 
plants. Except as otherwise determined by the 
administrator of the said data base, site-specif- 
ic rare species information shall be released | 
only upon the receipt of a statement, in writing, 
by the recipient that he shall keep such infor- 
mation confidential. 

— Mass. General Laws, Ch. 66, Sect. 1 7(D)

and the area surrounding it for over 100 
years. Now that we are faced with the 
fact that the land must be sold, others 
cannot and will not be sensitive to our 
situation and will seek any means to 
block the sale of this land.

By Judy Wakefield 
uestion: Find the smallest 
rime that is the 5th term 
of an increasing arith- 
metic sequence, all four preced- 
ing terms also being prime. 

Say what? you ask. 

Well, that’s the first ques- 
tion on this year’s American 
Invitational Math Examina- 
tion — and many Andover 
High students didn't sweat 
over its complexity. 

In fact, Andover High 
recently sent 170 advanced 
math students to the Associa- 
tion of American High School 
Mathematics Competition and 
many answered several simi- 
lar questions correctly. Eleven 
of them scored highly enough 
on the test to move on to the 
final competition, held March 
97 and 29 at Phillips Academy. 

They are: Andrew Timko, 
Nicholas Shade, James Sher- 
man, James Kim, Andrew 
Ong, Melanie Shaw, Brian 
Walker, Tom Huang, Mihir 
Kedia, Philip Wang, and Alex 
Dezieck. 

In addition, Ong, Timko, 
and Shade scored highly 
enough on another tough math 
test — the state’s math 
Olympiad exam - to qualify for 
that final round of competi- 
tion.

Area hospitals are buckling 
under the burden of paying 
health-care costs for poor 
patients and patients with no 
health insurance. Now, some 
legislators are saying that the 
state isn’t doing enough to help. 
State Sen. Sue Tucker 
(D-Andover) is one of 135 legisla- 
tors backing a bill titled “An Act 
for a Healthy Commonwealth,” 
that demands the state cover a 
greater percentage of health- 
care costs for poor patients and 
those without health insurance. 
Most Mass. hospitals, like 
Lawrence General, Holy Family 
and Hale, are feeling the strain. 
“Our hospitals are very close 
to crisis,” says Tucker. “Every- 
day, ambulances are being 
diverted, staffing levels are way 
below what they should be, and 
many hospitals are closing.” 
Right now, the state goveln- 
ment pays only 77 cents per dol- 
lar of care provided to Medicaid 
patients or patients on the state 
health-insurance plan. Hospitals 
have to pick up the difference.

In the past two 
decades, patient numbers and 
emergency-room visits have 
increased at Lawrence General 
Hospital from 55,000 patients 
per year to 63,000, says LGH rep- 
resentative Ellen Murphy. Yet, 
Holy Family Hospital President 
Bill Lane has seen the state’s 
number of hospitals shrink 
from 123 to 68 since the 1960s. 

“Right now (the state is) just 
operating in a crisis-manage- 
ment (mode),” says Tucker. “If a 
hospital is going to g0 out of 
business, we throw some money 
at it. There has to be a structural 
remedy.” 

The bill that Tucker supports 
calls for the state to increase its 
contribution to Medicaid cover- 
age over two years. In addition, 
the hospitals’ contribution to the 
uncompensated care pool would 
be lowered by $100 million, and 
the state’s upped $100 million, 
while HMOs continue paying 
$100 million. “That brings it to a 
one-third contribution all 
around,” says Glasser.

The selectmen’s budget meets the 
School Committee’s demands, which 
exceed the town manager’s recommen- 
dation by $1,075,231, by allocating to 
schools the $350,000 in excess levy 
capacity, upping the estimate of state 
aid by $200,000, and, most significantly, 
by shifting $525,000 of the $600,000 pre- 
viously allocated to the stabilization 
fund for opening the new schools next 
year. 

The Finance Committee’s budget 
keeps the stabilization fund intact. 

Stabilization fund proponents like 
Major want the security of knowing 
that even if an override for fiscal year 
2003 does not pass, there is still money 
set aside to open the new elementary 
and middle school, which is expected to 
cost $1.4 million. 

Andover has never approved a gen- 
eral override of Proposition 24, which 
prohibits raising property taxes by 
more than 2.5 percent per year without 
a townwide vote.

Increased funding for special educa- 
tion, another issue of initial concern to 
the selectmen and the Finance Commit- 
tee, has been jettisoned in the face of 
stark fiscal constraints.

Aftermath — Flood clean up

First it was a sofa sitting on the 
sidewalk in front of 222-226 North 
Main St. Then it was boxes of odds 
and ends piled high, followed by 
wooden furniture warped and 
twisted by flood waters. 

Residents of North Main Street, 
who left when the Shawsheen 
River spilled its banks and rushed 
over their doorsteps last Friday, 
March 23, spent much of this week 
cleaning up and cleaning out. They 
carried items outside to dry, and 
left many more on the sidewalk for 
the garbage truck to haul away. 

“These aren’t the cheap wash- 
er/dryers — these are the good 
ones,” says resident Duwayne 
Erickson of 226 North Main St. 
Erickson had not yet insured the 
newly-purchased appliances when 
the water filled six feet of his base- 
ment and ruined them completely. 
“Financially, you could say we're 
hurting.” 

Erickson’s wife, Paula, and his 
two daughters, 13-year-old 
Chrystyna and 11-year-old Saman- 
tha, are staying at the Ramada 
Hotel, while Erickson stays with 
family close by his home, where he 
returns every day to pump a little 
more water out of his basement. 

‘Tm trying to keep cool about 
it,” he says, but he admits the situ- 
ation is depressing. The scene up 
and down the street isn’t much bet- 
ter. Lengths of yellow caution tape 
are tangled around _ brush, 
untouched by residents who 
haven’t returned home yet. The 
ground remains mushy and 


muddy, and the sidewalk is awash 
with sand, rocks and gravel, like a 
riverbed. 

As of Wednesday, Townsman 
deadline, all the North Main Street 
homes except the Ericksons’ were 
pronounced safe by Health Direc- 
tor Everett Penney and Building 
Inspector Kaija Gilmore. Erickson 
must continue to sanitize his home 
before his family can retwmn. 

Resident Anthony Motollo, 
owner of 222, 224 and 226 North 
Main St., says that the other fami- 
lies were preparing to move back 
in Wednesday, after Townsman 
deadline. Those residents were 
also staying at either the Ramada 
or Tage Inn, where Motollo put 
them up until their basements 
drained out. On Tuesday the gas, 
electricity and heat were turned 
back on in those homes, Motollo 
says. 

Because it is so expensive to get 
flood insurance, Motollo says he 
will foot the bill for the gas and 
electrical repairs, as well as other 
damages incurred by the water. 

Erickson is also working hard 
to clean up. Since the flood came, 
he’s spent his time in vinyl hip- 
waders, picking through his water- 
logged belongings, which were sat- 
urated by the water and sewage 
from the pipes that overflowed. 

“Tf it was just regular water, I'd 
be happy about it,” he laughs. He 
plans to buy some Borax and 
spread it around the sand and mud 
that was once his yard to get rid of 
the sewage. “With the girls 
around, I want it to be protected,” 


he says. 

Steve Curtin, owner of the 
Sunoco gas station across the 
street, says he hasn't seen much 
activity at the evacuated homes 
since the rains came. He's 
owned the station for 30 years 
and seen the area flood several 
times. 

“It’s sad, but I've seen it 
probably six, seven, eight 
times,” Curtin says, who knows 
the homes are located in a flood 
plain. “When you live here, 
you've got to know it will hap- 
pen. It’s kind of sad that people 
don’t prepare.” 

Erickson has lived at 226 
North Main St. for three years 
now, and says this is the worst 
flooding he has seen yet. 

“T have to laugh. If I don’t, I'll 
go nuts,” he says. He tries to 
keep his wife’s words in mind. 
“At least it wasn’t a fire, and at 
least we didn’t lose someone,” 
he says. “These are material 
things. They can be replaced, 
but a life can’t.”

eggy Rambach is not especially 
Pies for having gone through 

a divorce, or even for having 
dealt with her husband’s being crip- 
pled in an automobile accident while 
they were still together. As she says, 
“Bad things happen to lots of people.” 

But Rambach is a writer, and these 
transformative experiences could not 
help but emerge in her writing. 

“After Andre’s accident,” says Ram- 
bach, “I couldn’t really write about 
what I used to write about: other peo- 
ple. The things I went through were so 
profound, so life-changing, that I had 
to write about them. The accident and 
the sudden ending of my marriage 
gave me a heightened sensitivity to 
the fragility of life. I had-to understand 
that aspect of life through writing 
about it.” 

On her own from the late 1980s, 
Rambach struggled with her writing. 
She tried to write a memoir, but the 
process of documenting the dry, 
chronological progression of facts left 
her cold. At last, she settled on what 
she calls a “breakthrough in voice”: 
she decided to write a novel, shifting 
her own experiences the very short 
distance from fact to fiction, thereby 
enhancing their meaning for herself, 
and, she hopes, making them more

starts for seven years, and then spent 
another two trying to find a publisher 
for it. The result, released this month 
by Steerforth Press, is Fighting Gravi- 
ty. 

“T still can’t believe it exists,” she 
says. 

Part of Rambach wishes her former 
husband had not been so well-known, 
but that, of course, is part of the story. 
He was the writer Andre Dubus, a 
Haverhill resident prominent in liter- 
ary circles for his short stories. His 
accident, in which he was struck by an 
oncoming car as he stopped to help 
some stranded motorists on Interstate 
93. occurred in 1986. Dubus died sud- 
denly of a heart attack in 1999. His son 
from a previous marriage, Andre 
Dubus III of Newburyport, has risen to 
prominence with his recent book, 
House of Sand and Fog. 

“T would prefer if people just came 
cold to the book,” says Rambach, “but 
I’m sure that’s not going to happen.” 

The book jacket itself, after all, 
notes that Rambach “was married to 
the writer Andre Dubus. Though a 
work of fiction, Fighting Gravity is 
based on their time together.”

Nearly all of the details in the book 
existed in real life, from the apartment 
shared by the couple early in their 
relationship (actually in Bradford), to 
the quarter retrieved from Dubus’s 
(and Babineau’s) pocket after the acci- 
dent, bent by the impact of the car. 
What is made up, crucially, is Ram- 
bach’s use of Babineau’s voice in the 
book, a thing that can be done only by 
an author with the author’s own fic- 
tional character. 

“I would be presumptuous if I pre- 
tended that I know Andre,” says Ram- 
bach. “because no one knows another 
person like that. Isn’t that the tantaliz- 
ing part of love, that you love some- 
one, but you can’t really know them 
like you know yourself?”

We fully understand — the 
demands on the ZBA at this point 
with five comprehensive permits 
on their docket. (The AvalonBay 
40B application is the first that 
they have dealt with in over 10 
years.) The ZBA is a volunteer 
committee whose commitment is 
certainly appreciated. They are in 
a difficult position. Despite the 
“anti-snob” state laws (currently 
being challenged with more than 
two dozen amendments before the 
legislature) and pressure from 
AvalonBay, the ZBA must remem- 
ber that they ultimately represent 
the interests of the town and its 
residents — not the state and devel- 
oper.

Andover needs 
housing plan to

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Appeals concerning the proposed high-density 
apartment development for River Road. 

The town must take control of the applica- 
tion process for comprehensive general per- 
mits and review such applications with an eye 
towards how the proposed permits, taken 
together and in the context of Andover’s cur- 
rent housing market, will assist the town in 
achieving its goal of making affordable hous- 
ing available while minimizing the negative 
impacts such projects will cause to our envi- 
ronment, our neighborhoods, and to our costs 
in providing the many town services that 
make Andover a desirable community. After 
such a review process, the town would come to 
the unassailable conclusion that the proposed 
River Road development must be rejected 
because it is unduly burdensome on the envi- 
ronment and the town, and because, aS pro- 
posed, it is not reasonably calculated towards 
assisting the town in achieving the Common- 
wealth’s statutory affordable housing goals. 

As it was explained to the people who 
attended the ZBA hearing, the developer is 
entitled to have its 136-unit (on nine acres) 
development considered by the ZBA, notwith- 
standing the fact that the proposal indis- 
putably would violate nearly all applicable zon- 
ing bylaws, because of the alleged “affordable 
housing” portion of the development under the 
Commonwealth’s “anti-snob zoning” law, 
chapter 40B. The ZBA chairman also explained 
that the town may deny the proposed develop- 
ment (or approve it with substantial changes 
and conditions) if the ZBA determines the pro- 
posal is not reasonably calculated to assist the 
town in achieving the Commonwealth’s afford- 
able housing goal of making 10 percent of the 
town’s housing stock available as “affordable 
housing.” 

Although the town’s affordable housing rate 
of 9.03 percent ranks it in the top 10 percent in 
the Commonwealth among all communities in 
the effort to provide affordable housing, the 
town of Andover apparently has no articulated 
plan to reach that goal. Perhaps more trou- 
bling, the ZBA members expressed their belief 
that they were constrained to review each com- 
prehensive general permit proposal in a vacu- 
um, without regard to considering the context 
of the town’s other present and future efforts in 
reaching and maintaining the statutory goal. 

Even more troubling, the ZBA chairman 
explained that the ZBA had not received any 
input from any other town department concern- 
ing the project, including no input from the Con- 
servation Commission (notwithstanding the 
fact that the developer has proposed construc- 
tion within wetland buffer zones in violation of 
the wetlands act), the Planning Board, the Hous- 
ing Partnership and the selectmen. 

One man from the audience asked the ZBA

chairman “Who is the town?” (ie. who’s in 
charge here?). Neither he nor the townspeople 
in attendance could understand the buck-pass- 
ing explanations provided. Another person 
suggested that the proposal should be consid- 
ered in the context of the six other proposals 
for similar developments, while another 
woman expressed concern that there are many 
affordable housing units in Andover that are 
not being counted toward the statutory goal. 
The ZBA chairman’s response was simply, 
“We're just volunteers... I’m not the one in 
charge.” 

I should add that I truly empathize with the 
members of the ZBA and the chairman in par- 
ticular. They are indeed volunteers who serve 
because they care about their town, its envi- 
ronment, its quality of life, and its efforts to 
educate our children and to protect the health 
and safety of its residents. They are communi- 
ty-minded people who deserve nothing but 
thanks for their thankless work. 

Nevertheless, the town cannot remain a Vic- 
tim to disingenuous developers who abuse the 
anti-snob zoning statute against a town like 
Andover (which is a leading community in cre- 
ating affordable housing) in an effort to profit 
unfairly from a massive, high-density develop- 
ment at the expense of the environment, the 
neighborhood, the school system, and the 
entire town. The town needs a plan, and it 
needs to review the proposed high-density 
River Road development in the context of other 
efforts and other pending applications that will 
advance the town’s plan for achieving the 
statutory housing goal. Without a plan, we are 
helpless victims who lamely react to proposed 
projects and fail to manage the process for the 
benefit of the town and its future residents. 

After a responsible and comprehensive 
review, the town (ie. the ZBA with input from 
the relevant town departments) should reject 
the present high-density development proposal 
for River Road.

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Choosing the right windows can 
help homeowners conserve energy 


If you’re in the market for new win- 
dows, you’ve probably noticed that the 
subject isn’t as simple as a wood frame 
and a few panes of glass - and it hasn’t 
been for some time. Over the last few 
years, however, advances in technology 
have shown that windows can play an 
even more important role in conserving 
energy than thought before. 

Back around 1980, people who replaced 
their old windows with double-glazed 
units were at the forefront in the fight to 
save energy. Those who opted for triple- 
glazed windows, the limit of technology 
at the time, were considered energy 
fanatics. But, even those fanatics were 
forging a weak link in the energy chain of 
their homes, because those triple-glazed 
units had insulation values of about R-3, 
while the walls that held them had R val- 
ues that ranged from 11 to 19. In many 
well-insulated houses, therefore, the win- 
dows were simply holes in the wall where 
vast amounts of energy escaped. In fact, 
the average home loses about 295 percent 
of the energy it consumes through heat 
loss at windows. 


SAVE TIME! SAVE MONEY! 
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Today, things are different. Most win- 
dows are still energy drains, but there 
are units available that are much more 
energy-efficient than the glazing systems 
of the past. Some windows have insula- 
tion values as high as R-8. But, these cur- 
rently account for a very small part of the 
window market. Plain double-glazed win- 
dows make up the bulk of the market, but 
fortunately, most window manufacturers 
and just about all of the better-known 
companies sell some version of high-per- 
formance glazing. 

Manufacturers are able to offer better 
insulated glazings because of the develop- 
ment of low-e (low-emissivity) coatings. 
Basically, a low-e coating does a good job 
of reflecting radiant heat — the kind of 
heat given off by bodies, furniture and 
some heating systems. When applied to a 
window, the coating reflects the heat 
back into the home, raising the R value of 
the window. Some low-e coatings are also 
used to reflect outside heat radiated by 
the street and buildings. 

Some coatings are bonded to the glass,

If recollections of the March blizzard are still making you 


shiver, you're probably not thinking about air condi- 
tioning. But, the summer months will be here sooner 
than you think. If you don't already have central air 
in your home, this is a good time to look into 
installing a high-efficiency system to keep you cool 
and comfortable all summer long. Prices are typically 
a bit lower in the off-season becduse contractors 
have a little more room in their schedules and 
demand has not hit its peak. Some also offer attrac- 
tive financing options, such as no payments until 
fall, as an added incentive. 

“Homeowners who may have ruled out central air 
conditioning in the past for reasons such as cost or 
aesthetics should really take a closer look,” says Cli- 
mate Design Sales Manager James J. Riordan. “Peo- 
ple who've never lived in a home with central air 
often have misconceptions about it. But, you would 
be hard-pressed to find someone with a central air 
conditioning system who would ever go back to life 
without it.” 

One common misconception is that central air 
conditioning is expensive to install and operate, but 
according to Mr. Riordan, a correctly installed sys- 
tem can actually be an economical alternative for 
cooling your home during the summer. 

“Portable room air conditioning units tend to be 
noisy, unattractive and inefficient,” says Mr. Riordan.

If you don't have forced hot air, a combination 
blower and coil unit can be placed in the attic or 
basement. Rectangular and round ducts would carry 
the air throughout the home. Registers would be 
installed in your floor or ceiling. 

If you've ever visited the home of someone who 
has central air and thought that it made too much 
noise, that’s because their system was not installed 
properly, says Mr. Riordan. 

“Central air systems are very quiet when they're 
designed and installed correctly,” he says. 

The two main sources of sound from an air sys- 
tem are the blower and excessive air turbulence. To 
ensure a system runs quietly, quality installations 
include fitting ductwork with acoustical liner. This 
prevents blower and air noise from echoing through- 
out the system. In addition, the units in the attic 
should be hung from the rafters to prevent vibration 
on the ceiling below. Be sure any estimates you 
receive include these services. 


Selecting a contractor 

One way to determine how well a dealer stands 
behind his work is to look at the labor warranty.

The best contractors will send out a professional 
representative of the company to perform a com- 
plete home survey.

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Wallpaper-stripping tips from the experts 


(NAPSA) - Stripping wallpaper need not 
strip you of your sanity. Before you choose a 
technique, find out what's involved. Some 
methods may not be worth the effort. 

Following are some wallpaper-stripping tips 
from the experts at the Zinsser Company. 

~ Some people use vinegar and water to 
strip wallpaper, but that method is messy and 
not particularly effective. 

_ Steamers are less messy but can be haz- 
ardous to use and tiring to hold against the 
wall. 

_ One of the most effective methods involves 
using a gel type of wall stripper. The gel is 
applied easily and conveniently with a paint 
roller or brush, and it clings to the walls with- 
out sag or drip. 

This gel is faster and works more effectively 
than homemade vinegar and water solutions, 
as it contains enzymes that break down the 
bond that holds the paper to the wall. It is also 
odorless and non-toxic. 

Most wallpaper today has a washable, 
waterproof surface, so before applying the 
stripper, perforate the surface of the wallpa- 
per to let the stripper penetrate and reach 
the old glue.

To maintain an asphalt dri- 
veway that originally was 
installed with at least a 4-inch 
depth over a good subbase, 
what usually is required is 
periodic filling of minor cracks 
that may develop and cosmetic 
sealing. Driveways exposed to a 
lot of extreme weather, or those 
with a relatively shallow (1- to 
9-inch) thickness, will require 
more attention. Following are 
specific repair techniques for 
common driveway problems. 

To repair cracks, use black- 
top driveway crack filler. This 
material comes in a cartridge 
and is used for cracks up to 
one-quarter-inch wide. Brush 
or vacuum loose material out of 
the crack, then lay ina continu- 
ous bead of filler. Allow it to set 
for about 10 minutes, then 
stroke over it with a putty knife 
to level and firm the bead to the 
crack’s edges. If the crack is 
more than one-half-inch deep, 
it should first be packed with 
sand to within one-quarter-

inch of the surface. 

A large pothole in the drive- 
way is repaired with cold-mix, 
an asphalt-based filler that has 
larger aggregate than drive- 
way patching compound. Typi- 
cally, it comes in a 60 to 70- 
pound bag. 

Use a cold chisel and ham- 
mer to chop out crumbling 
pavement until the pothole is 
rimmed with a clean, firm 
edge. If possible, undercut the 
hole slightly to lock the patch 
in place. Dig down until you get 
to a solid surface and remove 
loose debris from the hole’s bot- 
tom. Shovel the mix into the 
hole, mounding it so it’s about 
one-half-inch higher than the 
surrounding surface. Compact 
the mound by tamping with a 
block of 2x4. 

You can also pack the cold- 
mix by placing a scrap piece of 
plywood over the mound and 
driving back and forth over it 
with the front wheels of your 
car. Deep potholes should be

Restoring minor patches of failed stucco 


Whether it’s smooth and scored to look 
like stone, textured or pebble-dashed, 
stucco is a decorative finish that adds an 
element of fashion to many old houses. 
As such, it should be maintained and 
restored in the best manner possible. 
Many of the ingredients of early stucco 
either aren’t available today or, if they 
are, have changed over the years. 
Because of this, it’s nearly impossible to 
get an exact duplication of an original 
stucco. It is, however possible to come 
close enough to restore minor patches of 
failed stucco. The trick here is to try to 
match the original stucco mixture as 
closely as possible in strength, composi- 
tion, color and texture. 

Homes built around the turn of the 
century usually have original stucco that 
is cement-based. A simple way to deter- 
mine whether your stucco is cement or 
lime-based is to put a piece of the stucco 
in a glass of water. If it doesn’t stay firm 
and most of it dissolves and becomes 
mushy, it’s safe to assume you’re work- 
ing with a soft lime/sand stucco. 

There are many different recipes for 
this soft stucco. An early one calls for 
two parts sand and one part lime. Today, 
you'd add a little portland cement to this 
mix for workability, along with animal 
hair if the original had it. For those 
patching the harder cement stuccos, a 
mix with a high content of portland 
cement should be used. 

Don’t be tempted to patch a soft lime- 
based stucco with a harder portland 
cement-based stucco (or vice versa). 
They aren't compatible. The materials’ 
differing rates of expansion and contrac- 
tion generally will cause your construc- 
tion work to crack.

pretty obvious. But, there are situations 
where the lath may have pulled away 
from the wall, causing bulges or bubbles 
in the outer surface. After a thorough 
visual inspection, walking around the 
house and lightly tapping with a rubber 
or wooden mallet, any spots where you 
suspect underlying failure may reveal 
hidden spots of damage that should be 
repaired. 

Don’t try to tackle too large of a spot at 
once. Make sure the underlying surface 
is clean and sound, and test your mixture 
in an inconspicuous spot. You might 
have to alter your mix a pit to get the 
best match. Make sure, too, that your 
patches match any existing control 
joints, which are breaks in the stucco 
that allow for shrinkage and expansion. 

Stucco is commonly applied in three 
coats, although occasionally you'll see 
walls that are only wearing two. The first 
coat, called the scratch coat, is generally 
1/4 to 3/4 of an inch thick and is applied 
to metal lath, dampened wood lath or 
masonry. As its name implies, it’s 
scratched or roughened sO the second 
coat adheres. 

When it’s dry — usually within 24 to 72 
hours — the second or brown coat, which 
is usually the same thickness as the first, 
is applied. In a plain, two-coat applica- 
tion, this will be the final coat. More 
often, a third, or finish, coat of stucco 
tops it. 

If that’s the case, the brown coat, too, 
is lightly crosshatched to facilitate the 
final coat’s adhesion. It’s in this thin top 
coat — often only a quarter of an inch 
thick — that any texture oF design is 
added. It’s applied after the brown coat 
sets.

Brick as a building material 

First, brick’s mass prevents tempera- 
ture extremes on the outside of a building 
from affecting temperature on the inside. 
Sometimes called “thermal lag,” this 
process translates into year-round com- 
fort and energy savings for occupants. An 
insulated brick cavity wall resists heat 
gain more than 50 times better than dou- 
ble-reflective glass and nine times better 
than an insulated metal sandwich panel 
wall. Second, brick walls require less 
insulation than lightweight walls (i.e., 
synthetic stucco, vinyl, aluminum oF 
wood) for the same energy performance. 

Publications are full of articles pertain- 
ing to global warming and the effects it is 
having on weather patterns which often 
prove destructive.

In this 
country, one of the more famous historic 
prick buildings is Independence Hall, 
built in Philadelphia in the 1700s. 


Mining and manufacturing 

As brick originates from the earth’s 
clay, it thrives as a nearly inexhaustible 
natural resource and is manufactured in 
38 states. Furthermore, the clay-mining 
process is virtually harmless to the envi- 
ronment, and a single small mining site 
may be used for more than a century. 
After they have been depleted, clay pits 
can be converted into wildlife preserves 
or lakes for sport, recreation or conserva- 
tion use. Carolina Ceramic Inc., a brick 
manufacturer in Columbia, South Caroli- 
na, converted its clay pit into a 2,000-acre 
wildlife refuge for deer, turkey, dove and 
quail. And, Acme Brick has transformed 
more than a dozen of its depleted pits to 
wildlife sanctuaries stocked with corn-fed 
catfish. 

Unlike other building materials, brick 
creates little waste when it is manufac- 
tured. Mining one pound of clay produces 
nearly one pound of brick with only slight 


brick is lower than most com- 


moisture and mineral loss. In comparison, 
up to 70 percent of the ore used in making 
steel amounts to waste. The figure is even 
higher for aluminum — up to 88 percent of 
the ore used is waste. Disposing of these 
wastes requires additional energy, adding 
to the environmental impact of manufac- 
turing. 

The amount of energy needed to pro- 
duce brick is lower than most competing 
building materials. It-takes 50 times more 
energy to produce one pound of aluminum 
than to produce the same amount of brick. 
Brick manufacturing conserves energy in 
another way as well. Virtually all US. 
brick plants are located within a 20-mile 
radius of their manufacturing facility, 
minimizing the energy expended in trans- 
porting the raw material to manufactur- 
ing sites. No raw clay is imported into the 
United States, while approximately 90 per- 
cent of the ore used for aluminum and 
about 25 percent used for steel must be 
imported. Consumers seeking that “made 
in the USA” seal can rest assured that vir- 
tually all brick used in the United States is 
manufactured domestically. 


Recycling brick 

In an effort to recycle — and because of 
its unique appearance — the popularity of 
old or antique brick is on the rise. Used 
brick is becoming a fashionable alterna- 
tive in residential construction. In some 
areas of the country, “antique” brick com- 
mands a higher price than new brick. 
Recently, Chicago common brick manu- 
factured in the 1930s was in very high 
demand. People ordered it from all over 
the country for its quaint, historical and 
aged appeal. It is important to take your 
external environment into account when 
considering used brick, as some older 
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brick has a poor freeze/thaw resistance, 
which would be a factor in some areas of 
the country. 

In another innovative form of recy- 
cling, new brick that fails to meet the 
manufacturers’ standards can be easily 
recycled through an inexpensive crushing 
process. Crushed brick or “brick chips” 
may then be used as landscape material or 
reground to manufacture new, quality 
brick. 

Remember, just because a house or 
building is being completely renovated, 
that does not mean that all of the existing 
brick must go. Because of brick’s long life, 
it is typically the last material in a build- 
ing to require recycling. Many renovation 
projects renew the building around the 
original existing brick walls. 

The generation now in a position to 
purchase homes is more environmentally 
conscious than any generation before it. 
Like it or not, the trend they have created 
toward purchasing more natural products 
has become a factor in the home-buying 
process. 

“When polled, most Americans identify 
themselves as environmentalists, ” accord- 
ing to Kenneth A. Hooker, editor of 
“Masonry Construction.” Furthermore he 
states, “The environmental issues sur- 
rounding construction are certain to con- 
tinue growing in importance.” Mr. Hooker 
cites brick’s “durability, thermal storage 
capacity and ability to serve as both struc- 
ture and finish” as key product benefits for 
environmentally concerned consumers. 

The greener side of brick is, indeed, 
multi-faceted, encompassing the naturally 
occurring elements of its origin, its ener- 
gy efficiency, earth-friendly manufactur- 
ing and unmatched product life. So, what 
are you waiting for?

Air circulation helps lower energy costs

(NU) - The most fundamental means of reducing 
heat loss is one that is most commonly overlooked 
_ circulating the air. Caulking windows, closing 
the fireplace flue, better insulation and alternate 
fuel sources are some of the most common sugges 
tions for easing the effects of skyrocketing oil costs 
on your monthly budget. Yet, reclaiming the glut of 
heated air hovering at the ceiling - which in and of 
itself can reduce your energy pill - goes largely 
unpublicized. And, it’s as easy as moving room air 
around. 

However, hauling out that oscillating fan won't 
do the trick. Standard fans blow a wide air pattern 
and for only a short distance, having little or no 
effect on the total air characteristics of the room. 
The two most effective means of improving circula- 
tion are turning on your ceiling fan (it needs to be 
reversible, or make certain you reverse the blade 
rotation) to force stationary air trapped up at the 
ceiling down into the room, or by using a portable 
air “circulator.” 

A circulator, like a fan, has a blade or propeller 
to move air. But, the similarity ends there. A true 
circulator, unlike a conventional fan, is designed to 
generate a focused “beam” of air. By directing the 


surrounding air. The result is a more uniform 
ambient room temperature and lower heating bills. 

How much lower? Using a circulator, you may 
be able to drop your thermostat four degrees, 
which can reduce energy consumption by 5 percent 
to 10 percent. In addition to the monetary benefits, 
improved circulation will make the air in your 
home feel more “lively” and lessen the effects of 
winter stagnation. 

Air circulators also can be used to level off the 
temperature between rooms, should you have a 
warm room next to a cool room. So, if you can get 
beyond the oddity of using a “fan” in the winter, 
you can improve comfort while lowering energy 
costs. 

As you might have guessed, circulators are just 
as valuable throughout the rest of the year. During 
summer months, they can be used with or without 
air conditioning to achieve a cooler, more uniform 
room temperature while stimulating air movement 
throughout the entire room.

After a long, snowy 
winter, you may have 
yegun to dream about 
spending warm evenings 
3itting on your patio, sip- 
jing a cool drink.

According to Tom 
3usta, owner of Dana 
sandscaping in 
Vethuen, many people 
anjoy relaxing in their 
own yards so much that 
they even eschew vaca- 
tions. 

“A lot of people are 
actually creating their 
vacation in their own 
back yard, rather than 


traveling,” he says. 

One way that a vaca- 
tion atmosphere can be 
created in one’s yard is 
by installing a “water 
garden,” a staple of Dana 
Landscaping’s business. 
But, what exactly is a 
water garden? 

“It’s really scary when 
I say water garden, 
because people don't 
know what I’m talking 
about,” says Mr. Busta, 
who was born and raised 
in Andover and is cur- 
rently a skiing coach at 
Andover High School. “A 
water garden is actually 
a small, rubber-lined 
pond containing fish and 
plants, often accompa- 
nied by a waterfall. A 
water garden can be a 
koi (a large, colorful fish 
bred in Japan) or carp 
pond. You can have 
plants like water lilies or 
cattails.

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waterfalls or a fountain.” 

Mr. Busta has 
installed small water gar- 
dens in lined whiskey 
barrels, and he has done 
one as big as 30 feet by 40 
feet. He states that the 
average size of a water 
garden is 10 feet by 15 
feet. A good rule of 
thumb is that water gar- 
dens should not house 
more than 1 inch of fish 
per square foot of water, 
and many fish grow to be 
at least 10 inches, says 
Mr. Busta. Violation of 
the 1-inch-per-square- 
foot rule may prove too 
taxing on the water gar- 
den’s ecosystem. 

One reason why many 
local residents enjoy 
water gardens is because 
they do not require much 
maintenance. Mr. Busta 
says that the only main- 
tenance necessary is 
changing the garden’s fil-

(HIT) - A well-illuminated homesite, 
farmstead or other rural business can add 
value to your property in three ways — by 
enhancing personal safety and preventing 
injuries, deterring vandalism and _ theft 
and extending the productive work hours 
or outdoor recreation time beyond sun- 
down. 

But, do you know how to match the 
right type of light source to each need and 
location? If you want to illuminate the 
area in front of your garage, will a 40-watt , 
low-pressure sodium lamp provide enough 
light? How high should it be mounted? 
Knowing what you need and where to 
install it can make all the difference in 
how you spend your outdoor lighting dol- 
lars. 

All too often, consumers will buy what- 
ever outdoor light fixture happens to be on 
sale at their local home center, without a 
thought about mounting height, wattage, 
energy efficiency or ease of maintenance. 
The following recommendations can help 
you make a better choice. 

To illuminate large areas around build- 
ings, fuel storage or parking lots, use high 
intensity discharge lights. This family of 
light sources are characterized by their 
intense, bright light and must be mounted 
high to spread the light and avoid glare. 
The most efficient are the golden-colored, 
high-pressure sodium or low-pressure 
sodium lamps. Mount the fixtures 20 to 30 
feet high, depending on the bulb wattage. 
Don’t try to illuminate multiple areas 

with just one light, 
and also insist on a 
fixture style that 
uses a reflector or 
head assembly to 
direct light down- 
ward. A well- 
designed fixture 
may cost a little 
more, but you are 


it. A typical 90-watt, high-pressure sodium 
lamp (120W with ballast), burning from 
dusk to dawn (about 4,100 hours/year) 
costs $49.20 to operate annually, at 10¢ per 
kilowatt-hour. 

Around entrance doors, gates or other 
locked areas, use motion-sensor lights. 
These infrared-activated spot lights have 
two advantages. They are only on when 
needed, and they brighten specific areas to 
help get keys in locks or maneuver over- 
sized equipment through gates or doors. 

The automatic off feature also saves ener- 
gy, since lights are only on for a short time. 

Near the front walkway of a home or 
business, use a decorative yard light on a 
6-foot lamppost to illuminate pathways. 
These fixtures not only enhance the 
home’s appearance, but they can lower 
your liability for personal injury and help 
visitors find their way safely. If the light 
will be on from dusk to dawn, use a com- 
pact fluorescent bulb (rather than a stan- 
dard incandescent) to save enerey and 
reduce the number of bulb changeouts. 
These screw-in fluorescents are a worth- 
while investment. Make sure it is rated for 
outdoor use, or it won't come on during 
cold temperatures. 

For a good overall lighting plan, there 
are other site-specific details that need to 
be considered. 

But overall, the best lighting scheme 
combines high-intensity-discharge area 
lighting on tall poles, with motion-sensor 
fixtures near doors and gates, plus a deco- 
rative yard light to illuminate walkways. 

To help homeowners, farm operators or 
other business Owners understand more 
about outdoor lighting, a publication, 
“Outdoor Lighting for Safety and Produc- 
tivity” is available from the National Food 
and Energy Council. The four-page illus- 
trated publication explains each type of 
high-intensity-discharge light source for 
area lighting needs, how to use motion- 
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sensor lighting, and it provides recom- 
mendations on the right fixture style and 
placement. An example is illustrated using 
four different light sources, and the publi- 
cation lists the expected kilowatt-hour use 
and annual operating cost for each light.

Establishing good soil is the most important thing we can do for garden plants,

(HIT) — Want to have the best garden in 
town this year? Garden experts advise that 
you begin by making sure your garden soil 
is healthy. 

“Rstablishing good soil is the single 
most important thing we can do for the 
plants we grow in our gardens,” says Bob 
Bell, president of Mantis, a Pennsylvania- 
based maker of power gardening tools. 
“The key is knowing what soil consists of 
and learning how to make it better.” 

When you pick up a handful of great 
soil, only about half of it is typically solid 
matter; the other half is air and water. The 
tiny air and water pockets found in 
healthy soil give plant roots the “breathing 
room” they need to take up nutrients. The 
little air and water pockets also enable liv- 
ing microorganisms to break down organic 
matter into forms usable by plants. 

“When organic matter decays, it 
becomes a dark, sticky material called 
humus,” says Mr. Bell. “Humus is the glue 
that holds soil particles — the sand, clay 
and silt — together with just the right 
amount of spaces for air and water.”

These humus particles also contribute 
to soil fertility. Adding humus to sandy 
soils makes the soil more fertile, because it 
allows the soil to hold on to water and 
nutrients. Adding humus to clay soils 
spreads out the clay particles (which tend 
to clump tightly together), so water and 
nutrients can more easily pass through. 


The right stuff 

According to Mr. Bell, the best way to 
add humus to your soil is to add compost 
from your compost bin. Composting is an 
efficient way to recycle yard wastes into a 
perfect slow-release fertilizer. 

When it comes time to turn your soil 
and work in the finished compost, you can 
do it the old-fashioned way (with a hand 
shovel), or the quick and easy way (with a 
power tiller). Turning the soil by hand is 
hard work, which is why power tillers 
have become so popular. 

“It’s definitely worth the effort to build 
up your soil,” says Mr. Bell. “Your garden 
will be lush, and your neighbors will be 
green with envy.”
